Taxation 

S.K.O 202, dated 1st July 1961.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Cantonments Act. 1924 (2 of 1924). the Cantonment Board. Bablnu, 
hereby imposes, with the previous sanction of the Central Government, Trades 
and Profession tax on all persons carrying on within the limits of Babina Canton- 
ment, any one or more of the trades, professions or calling's specified in the second 
column of the Schedule hereto annexed at the rates speclileri in the third column 
thereof: 

Provided that any person carrying on more than one such trade, profession 
or calling in Ihc same premises, shall be liable to pay the full tax for the trade, 
profession or calling which carries the highest rate and half the tax in respect 
of ihe remaining trades, professions or callings subject to a maximum of Rs. 50 
per annum in all.
